Is the tunnel 
found by 
road 
builders across the Moulton high­ 
way, just west of here, a natural 
passage, or was it cut out years 
ago by men seeking an artificial 
cavern ? 


This interesting question has de­ 
veloped here as result of the find­ 
ing of a passage just across the 
highway from the negro cemetery, 
a mile or two west of the Twin 
Cities. The passage started on tire 
northwestern side 
of 
the 
road, 
doubled back beneath the highway 
and ends in a large room under­ 
neath the cemetery, according t*. 
the story given by an employe of 
a construction company who ex­ 
plored the hole in the ground. 
Sever»» «ays ago the road build­ 
ers discovered the opening in the 
earth, while excavation was being 
done for the new route of the high­ 


way. 
A rope, 200 feet long, was 
placed about the shoulders of an 
employe and he was sent into the 
hole. 
He was quoted as saying 
afterward, that the passage turn­ 
ed near the edge of the road, cut 
back beneath the highway and end­ 
ed at a point believed to be dir­ 
ectly beneath the negro cemetery. 
The end of the passage was des­ 
cribed as a space “about the size 
of an ordinary^ sized room.” 
Later, while the graders were nt 
work, the hole appeared where it 
crossed beneath the highway and 
it become necessary to use a large 
quantity of dirt to fill the sunken 
space.

The finding of the underground 
passage has attracted much inter­ 
est and has occasioned a great deal 
of speculation on the part of road 
builders and passers by.

PUTS PRICE DOWN 


Production Believed 
To Be Higher Than 
Estimated 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. —(AP) 
Production of 15,621,000 
bales 
of cotton this year is indicated hy 
the condition of the crop on Aug­ 
ust 1, which was 69.8 per ceht of 
a normal, compared with a fore 
cast of 15,368,000 bales and a con 
dition of 70.7 on July 16, this year 
and last year’s crop of 16<103,671 
bales and a condition 
of 65.6 on 
August 1, the department of agri 
culture today announced. 
The crop reporting board states 
the final outturn c,. the crop will 
depend on influences affecting it 
during the remainder of the sea 
son. 
Should developments be as un­ 
favorable as during 1921, 1922 and 
1923 a total production of 14,425, 
000 bales might be expected, but 
if as favorable as during 1924 and 
1925, production might reach 17,- 
510,000 bales. 
The indicated yield per acre is 
placed at 158.3 pounds compared 
with 165.8 pounds indicated 
on 
July 16 and 167.2 pounds prodnc 
ed last year. *

Shoals will be protected H A. G. 
Patterson is elected governor in 
the primary Tuesday. This declar­ 
ation was made by Mr. Patterson in 
an address at 
Moulton 
Monday 
morning to a large audience. 
He* 
declared that the people of Ala 
bama own the bed and bank* of 
the Tennessee river and alii other 
streams in Alabama and that they 
have first call on any power de 
velopments on such streams. 
He 
said Muscle Shoals will stiil be 
an issue when the governor is in 
augura ted in January and 
that 
When he is elected he will go to 
Washington for the.purpose .of as­ 
serting and defending the right* 
of the people while the disposition 
of Muscle Shoals is being consider, 
ed by congress. 
Mr. Patterson mentioned that the 
public servka commission of which 
he is president, had written into 
all certificates of convenience and 
necessity which permitted 
power 
development since supervision was 
given to the commission a provi­ 
sion that gave to the 
state the 
right to recapture 
the 
develop­ 
ments at the end of fifty years. He 
said Muscle Shoals should also be 
used in the interest of citizens of 
Alabama.

He charged that Mr. Carmichaet 
is responsible for the power monop­ 
oly in Alabama as it was his bill 
introduced and 
passed in 1907 
that permitted the Alabama Power 
Company to obtain control of all 
water power sites. ‘‘This monopoly 
was created by Mr.

Alábama’s newspapers, daily and weekly, reflect 
the progress of the state %nd bespeak

character of its citizenship. This is especially true 
of the daily papers in the smaller cities of the 
state and of the Weekly papers generally, although 
the daily newspapers in the larger cities, Birming­ 
ham, Montgomery and Mobile, and in such cities as 
Anniston, Gadsden, Tuscaloosa and Florence com­ 
pare favorably in every way, the former three with 
the metropolitan papers of the largest cities and 
the latter four with the papers in cities much larger 
than a majority of the Alabama municipalities. 
The Albany-Deeatur Daily, one of the best small- 
city dailies in the state, had in a recent issue an 
interesting editorial on Alabama’s newspapers and 
the manner in which they reflect the state’s prog­ 
ress. The editorial is reproduced elsewhere in this
